II. Claim 90, drawn to a method of using supported catalysts, classified in class 423, 
subclass 584+. 

III. Claims 91 & 96-101, drawn to a combinatorial library of supported metal alloy 
powders, classified in class 502, subclass 300+. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are 
not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, modes of operation, and 
effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the different inventions produce 
different products. 

3. Inventions I and III are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make another and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product, such as making 
ceramic refractory inorganic metal oxide materials containing metals other than those being 
claimed or containing zeolites. 
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4. Inventions II and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product. See MPEP 

§ 806.05(h). In the instant case, the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product, such as in the hydrocarbon conversion processing of aromatic 
compounds or in the purification of automotive exhaust gases from an internal combustion 
engine. 

5. Claims 1-7, 10-16, 18-23, 31-34, 36, 38-39, 42, 44-46, 63-64, 68-69, 88-91, & 96-101 are 
generic to the following disclosed patentably distinct species: 

-a particulate support 
-a metal alloy 

The species are independent or distinct because each support material and metal alloy 
has its own properties and structure. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single 
disclosed species, even though this requirement is traversed. Applicant is advised that a reply to 
this requirement must include an identification of the species that is elected consonant with this 
requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequently 
added.
